COMMITTEE  ON  THE  TOWN  LIBRARY, 


To  the  Selectmen: 

The  whole  number  of  volumes  now  on  the  catalogue  is  8786,  of 
which  287  have  been  added  during  the  past  year.  Of  these  202  have 
been  purchased  from  the  annual  appropriation,  5  have  been  pur- 
chased with  the  income  of  the  Mrs.  F.  A.  Carpenter  fund  and  80 
have  been  presented  by  various  donors,  a  list  of  whom  is  appended 
to  this  report. 

The  use  of  the  library  in  1905  showed  some  increase  over  1904. 
The  number  of  volumes  taken  out  in  1905  was  10,290,  divided  as 
follows : 

Main  library,  8,851 


This  compares  with  9,966  taken  out  in  1904.  The  number  of 
persons  using  the  main  library  and  reading  room  in  1905  was  9,661, 
as  compared  with  8,813  in  1904. 

The  branches  in  Drewsville  and  North  Walpole,  in  the  care  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  E.  Putnam  and  Miss  Anna  C.  Hartnett,  re- 
spectively, have  continued  to  be  of  much  service  in  those  commu- 
nities. About  50  volumes  were  purchased,  for  the  use  of  the  branch 
in  North  Walpole  and  it  is  hoped  to  make  a  similar  purchase  dur- 
ing the  coming  year.  Five  volumes  of  valuable  books  were  pur- 
chased with  the  income  of  the  Carpenter  fund.

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The  use  of  electric  lights,  instead  of  kerosene,  for  lighting  the 
library  has  increased  the  direct  expense  but  has  brought  a  saving 
of  labor,  has  made  the  reading  room  more  comfortable  in  the  sum- 
mer months  and  has  avoided  damage  to  walls  and  ceilings  by 
smoke  from  lamps.  The  latter  has  proved  to  be  a  serious  item  of 
expense  in  former  }rears. 

The  reading  room  has  been  supplied  as  usual  with  a  good  as- 
sortment of  periodicals  without  expense  to  the  town,  and  has  been 
freely  used  by  our  own  people  and  has  been  a  favorite  resort  of  sum- 
mer visitors.  Henry  G.  Wheelock  has  continued  to  present  the 
Century,  Longmans  and  the  Strand,  lion.  J.  G.  Bellows  has 
presented  the  Outlook,  and  John  C.  Brown  has  given  a  file  of  Pub- 
lic Opinion  for  1905.  Other  periodicals  have  been  purchased  with 
the  fund  contributed  by  individuals. 

By  the  recent  death  of  Hon.  Josiah  G.  Bellows  the  library  com- 
mittee lias  lost  a  valued  member,  whose  advice  had  been  sought  on 
all  important  questions  and  whose  interest  in  the  library  was  life- 
long and  unfailing.  His  knowledge  of  books  and  his  interest  in 
the  cause  of  education  made  his  advice  especially  valuable  and  he 
will  be  greatly  missed  in  the  management  of  the  library. 

tn  order  to  meet  the  increased  cost  of  lighting  and  the  cost  of 
coal,  which  is  now  paid  out  of  the  library  appropriation  and  last 
year  amounted  to  $65.61,  as  well  as  to  enable  the  committee  to 
pursue  a  liberal  policy  towards  the  branches  at  Drewsville  and 
Xortb  Walpole,  an  appropriation  of  $500  is  recommended.

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REPOKT  OF 

WALPOLE  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE, 

For  the  Year  Ending  March  1,  1906. 


The  town  cemeteries  have  been  cared  for  as  usual  during  the 
past  year.  The  cemeteries  in  Drews ville  and  on  Carpenter  Hill 
have  been  kept  in  order  and  the  necessary  attention  has  been  given 
to  the  village  cemetery.  The  entire  cemetery  has  been  raked  over 
in  spring  and  fall  and  has  been  mowed  once  in  the  summer.  The 
driveways  have  been  kept  clean  and  fallen  branches  have  been  re- 
moved. 

The  lots  supported  by  funds  have  received  especial  care.  They 
have  been  mowed  frequently  with  a  lawn  mower  and  were  thor- 
oughly enriched  last  fall.  A  fund  of  $200  was  received  last  year 
from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Theodore  Schultz  for  the  care  of  the  M.  J. 
Britton  lot.  A  fund-of  $150  was  received  from  the  estate  of  Mrs. 
Anna  E.  Kibby  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  for  the  care  of  the  Heald  and 
Munroe  lots.    There  are  now  23  funds  for  the  care  of  special  lots. 

Six  lots  in  the  village  cemetery  were  assigned  during  the  year 
to  residents  of  the  town  applying  for  them.  There  were  19  burials 
in  the  village  cemetery  in  1905,  14  were  of  persons  residing  in 
town  and  five  were  of  former  residents  who  were  brought  here  for 
burial.  Two  persons  dying  in  town  were  taken  elsewhere  for 
burial. 

The  roll  of  Union  veterans  buried  in  the  village  cemetery  has 
received  one  addition.  Leonard  S.  Cady,  a  soldier  of  the  Rebellion, 
died  at  the  Soldiers'  Home  in  Tilton,  December  23,  1905,  and  was 
brought  here  for  burial. 
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The  cemetery  committee  has  met  with  an  irreparable  loss  in 
the  recent  death  of  Judge  Bellows,  who  had  served  on  the  board  for 
at  least  twenty  years  continuously.  He  always  took  the  greatest 
interest  in  the  improvement  of  the  cemetery  and  even  since  his  re- 
tirement from  active  life  his  advice  had  been  indispensable  on  ac- 
count of  his  good  taste,  judgment  and  experience. 

An  appropriation  of  $100  is  recommended  to  meet  the  expenses 
of  the  coming  year.

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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Walpole: 

M  T  have  not  been  connected  with  the  work  all  of  the  past  year, 
my  report  can  not  be  as  definite  as  it  otherwise  would. 

Citizens  of  the  town  in  general  will  undoubtedly  be  impressed 
with  the  amount  of  school  expenses  during  the  past  year.  As  su- 
perintendent, I  can  speak  only  of  the  amount  expended  for  books 
and  supplies. 

The  increase  of  the  number  of  school  children,  the  growth  of 
the  schools,  and  the  demands  of  the  times,  make  it  impossible  to 
run  schools  with  the  same  appropriation  as  years  ago.  Every  enter- 
prise costs  more,  and  schools  should  be  the  leaders  of  progress. 

Considering  the  high  rate  of  tax,  the  school  officers  have  en- 
deavored to  cut  the  expenses  as  far  as  possible.  When  we  think  of 
the  number  of  pupils  in  our  school  district,  or  town,  the  running 
expenses  of  our  schools  arc  not  as  high  as  one  might  at  first  think. 

The  last  reports  sent  to  the  state  department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion show  the  average  expense  of  the  "current  expenses,"  per  capita 
for  average  membership  to  bo  $17.36,  as  compared  with  that  of  the 
town-  about  us  which  run  from  $*20.00  to  $25.00  per  capita.  Also, 
because  of  our  Large  number  of  pupils,  we  have  received  nearly 
$1,000  state  aid. 

Money  invested  in  the  education  of  the  growing  citizens  of  our 
t<>\vn  is  the  besl  possible  investment,  and  the  money  thus  expended 
should  be  considered  an  investment  not  an  expense. 
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SCHOOL  MEETING. 

There  are  a  number  of  important  questions  which  ought  to,  and 
are  likely  to  come  up  in  our  school  meeting.  As  so  much  of  the 
money  raised  by  taxation  is  appropriated  at  the  school  meeting,  and 
as  action  is  taken  on  questions  which  are  of  vital  interest  to  the 
welfare  of  our  children,  and  highest  good  of  our  community,  it  is 
imperative  to  good  citizenship  that  every  voter  should  be  present 
at  this  meeting  and  take  an  active  interest  in  the  questions  con- 
sidered. 

SCHOOLS  AND  TEACHERS. 

We  are  fortunate  jn  having  an  excellent  corps  of  faithful, 
conscientious,  hard-working  teachers,  and  all  of  our  schools  have 
gone  smoothly  and  done  excellent  work. 

The  report  of  the  salaries  paid  by  no  means  represents  the 
value  of  the  service  of  our  teachers  to  the  schools.  Neither  do  the 
six  hours'  time  required  by  school  law  at  all  indicate  the  amount 
of  time,  thought  and  energy  which  the  teachers  use  in  their  school 
work. 

The  small  financial  compensation  which  teachers  receive  for 
their  hard  work  still  shows  a  deplorable  condition  of  our  public 
school  system;  yet  as  the  greatest  service  to  the  world  has  always 
received  the  smallest  financial  reward,  so  the  good  teacher  will 
work  on  with  unabated  zeal,  regardless  of  the  compensation,  con- 
sidering only  the  mission  of  her  work. 

A  teacher  who  is  not  willing  to  sacrifice  selfish  pleasure  and  her 
best  energies  for  the  success  of  her  work,  and  ceases  to  learn  and 
grow,  has  reached  her  highest  limit  of  usefulness. 

Only  a  few  changes  have  been  made  from  the  corps  of  teachers 
in  town  last  year.  This  condition  has  been  very  favorable  for  the 
success  of  the  schools,  as  the  best  work  can  be  obtained  from  con- 
tinued service  of  the  teacher. 

The  work  of  our  schools  during  the  past  year  has  shown  a 
marked  growth  of  onward  progress;  yet  some  conditions  are  not 
what  they  should  be. 

The  moral  atmosphere  of  the  village  schools  is  such  as  to  de- 
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maud  careful  attention.  The  teachers  have  clone  their  best  to 
check  the  evil,  but  it  is  impossible  to  bring  the  morals  to  the  high 
standard  they  should  be  without  the  earnest  support  and  co-opera- 
tion of  the  parents  and  friends.  We  wish  to  thank  the  friends  of  the 
school  for  the  hearty  support  they  have  given  the  schools,  and  we 
earnestly  solicit  your  help  in  . trying  to  improve  this  and  other  un- 
satisfactory conditions  of  the  schools. 

It  is  a  credit  to  the  intelligence  and  loyalty  of  the  citizens  of 
our  town  that  they  have  so  long  held  the  service  of  such  able  and 
devoted  teachers,  and  this  faithful  service  can  be  compensated  by 
tj^e  co-operation  of  the  parents  in  raising  the  schools  to  that  high 
standard  of  excellence. 

Tt  is  most  unwise  and  injurious  to  our  school  system  for  parents 
to  oppose  the  regulations  and  work  of  the  schools.  A  parent  who 
takes  his  child  out  of  school  because  he  has  some  dislike  for  the 
teacher,  injures  the  child  and  the  educational  interests  of  his  com- 
munity. It  is  encouraging  that  this  spirit  is  mostly  in  the  past. 
In  this  age  of  advancement,  time  is  too  valuable  for  our  schools  to 
dally  with  such  impediments  to  progress.  Every  person  who  has 
an  interest  in  the  success  of  our  children  and  the  welfare  of 
our  country,  will  stand  firm  in  the  support  of  our  schools.  No 
teacher  is  infallible.  We  can  best  help  our  schools  by  giving  all 
encouragement  and  help  to  our  teachers. 

At  North  Walpole  we  have  one  of  the  best  graded  school  sys- 
tems of  the  state,  under  the  management  of  the  competent  super- 
vising principal,  T.  J.  Barry.  The  good  w  ork  of  the  new  teachers 
with  the  excellent  service  of  those  who  have  been  building  up  the 
school  in  years  past,  speaks  fully  enough  of  the  success  of  the  Wal- 
pole village  schools. 

The  credit  of  the  success  of  the  graduating  class  of  the  Walpole 
Village  Grammar  grade  last  June  is  due  to  our  efficient  teacher  as 
well  as  to  the  pupils  who  did  so  well. 

I  might  speak  of  the  good  work  of  each  teacher  and  school  in- 
dividually, but  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  we  are  favored  with  the 
beel  of  teachers,  and  are  encouraged  by  the  interest  and  enthu- 
siasm which  the  pupils  have  shown  iu  their  work. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  high  school  opened  on  a  sound  footing  last  fall  with  Chas. 
Savory  as  principal  and  Miss  Annie  M.  Buffum  as  assistant.  The 
good  work  of  the  past  brought  the  school  into  a  condition  favorable 
for  progress  this  year.  The  enrollment  at  the  opening  of  school 
was  larger  than  usual  though  it  has  fallen  off  some  since. 

The  high  school  course,  as  now  arranged,  does  not  cover  enough 
for  a  thorough  preparation  for  college.  The  work  of 
the  course  should  be  more  complete,  and,  in  order  to  raise  it  to  the 
present  standard  required  for  college  entrance,  either  more  assist- 
ance in  the  high  school  is  necessary  or  more  should  be  done  in  the 
grades  before  entrance  to  the  high  school. 

GRADING  AND  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

As  was  suggested  in  last  year's  report,  the  course  of  study  which 
has  formed  the  basis  of  gradation  should  be  revised,  made  more 
definite  and  cover  more  work. 

Last  year,  under  necessity,  the  grading  in  the  Walpole  village 
schools  was  changed  from  nine  to  eight  grades.  This  arrange- 
ment has  proven  unsatisfactory,  as  it  is  impossible  to  give  the  aver- 
age child  an  efficient  preparation  for  high  school  in  the  eight  years' 
course.  It  is  almost  imperative  that  some  provision  should  be 
made  for  the  nine  grades,  or  a  sub-primary  should  be  provided  for. 
Under  the  present  conditions  I  would  advise  the  latter  proposition, 
if  arrangements  could  be  made  so  that  our  present  efficient  and 
much  esteemed  primary  teacher  could  have  the  training  of  the  new 
comers. 

Nine  grades,  with  a  sub-primary  have  been  maintained  in  the 
North  Walpole  schools  during  the  past  year. 

On  account  of  the  increased  number  of  pupils,  it  was  necessary 
to  fit  up  and  equip  another  room  and  add  another  teacher  to  the 
teaching  force  of  the  North  Walpole  schools.  The  eighth  and 
ninth  grades  which  were  together,  were  separated,  Miss  Duffy  was 
engaged  as  teacher  of  the  eighth  grade  and  Mr.  Barry  took  the 
ninth,  thus  giving  him  a  part  of  the  time  for  oversight  of  the  other 
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grades.  It  was  an  encouraging  feature  that  so  many  more  pupils 
remained  in  school  to  take  nintjh  grade  work  this  year  than  in  pre- 
vious years. 

Miss  Costello,  who  did  such  efficient  work  with  the  sub-primary, 
was  called  to  a  better  position  before  the  winter  term  opened,  but 
her  place  has  been  ably  filled  by  Miss  McCarthy. 

DRAWING  AND  MUSIC. 

The  music  instruction  has  been  conducted  on  the  same  plan 
this  year  as  last.  Drawing  has  been  carried  on  by  the  regular 
teachers;  and  we  were  fortunate  in  securing  Miss  Florence  Nut- 
ting of  Vermont  academy  to  supervise  drawing  in  the  Walpole  vil- 
lage schools  the  last  of  the  year. 

While  the  generally  admitted  fundamental  subjects  of  the  curri- 
culum should  receive  the  most  serious  attention,  the  education  of 
no  child  is  complete  without  the  polished,  intellectual,  and  emo- 
tional training  of  such  subjects  as  drawing  and  music.  These  sub- 
jects, especially  vocal  music,  are  sadly  neglected  in  many  schools. 
If  we  are  to  keep  up  with  the  educational  progress  of  the  times,  we 
must  give  more  attention  to  this  line  of  training. 

TEXT  BOOKS  AND  SUPPLIES. 

About  one-half  of  the  amount  expended  for  books  and  supplies 
was  expended  before  last  September.  I  believe  some  adoptions 
were  made  before  Mr.  Richards  left ;  but  during  this  school  year  no 
new  books  have  been  adopted.  We  have  simply  bought  what  books 
were  necesary  to  fill  in  what  was  lacking  of  the  regular  adopted 
text  books.  Some  supplementary  readers  have  been  added.  The 
increase  iu  number  of  pupils  in  the  schools  and  the  equipping  of 
the  extra  room  at  North  Walpole  lias  increased  the  demand  for 
supplies. 

Books  and  supplies  are  tin1  tools  with  which  pupils  may  ac- 
complish the  best  work.  Money  used  iu  purchasing  what  is 
necessary  is  well  spent. 

Though  I  had  thought  it  could  he  done,  I  find  it  is  impossible 
to  furnish  the  pupils  of  this  town  with  the  necessary  supplies  on 
the  amount  of  money  appropriated.  At  Least  $900  should  be  ap- 
propriated, and  $1,000  ought  to  be. 
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SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

The  subject  of  an  additional  school  building  for  Walpole  village 
has  been  up  for  discussion  before  and  ought  to  come  up  this  year. 
I  do  not  wish  to  urge  the  appropriation  of  any  money  unless  it  is 
necessary,  but  the  crowded  condition  of  the  high  school  demands 
that  some  provision  be  made  for  a  class  room;  and  a  laboratory  is 
necessary.  The  conditions  of  the  high  school  rooms  now  are 
neither  comfortable  nor  favorable  for  health.  The  crowded,  poorly 
ventilated  and  very  poorly  heated  condition  of  the  recitation  room 
makes  it  very  inconvenient  and  hard  for  the  teacher  as  well  as  the 
pupils. 

The  grade  rooms  are  all  crowded  and  poorly  heated  and  venti- 
lated. If  a  proper  heating  and  ventilating  system  were  installed, 
the  expense  of  heating  would  be  much  less. 

Though  I  am  not  partial,  I  believe  that  the  plans  Mr.  Nichols 
obtained  last  spring,  with  a  little  alteration,  if  possible  to  lessen 
expense,  would  furnish  a  building  with  a  heating  and  ventilating 
system  which  will  meet  the  present  and  prospective  future  needs 
of  the  schools.  Other  plans  might  provide  for  the  needed  room, 
yet  I  very  much  doubt  if  any  other  plans  could  meet  the  demands 
and  still  retain  the  historic  artistic  front  of  the  present  high  school 
building. 

From  an  educational  standpoint,  as  soon  as  the  majority  of 
voters  of  the  district  will  consent,  the  ~No.  14  school  should  be 
united  with  the  village,  but  if  this  is  not  done,  the  building  should 
be  repaired  soon.  The  room  is  too  small,  with  no  ventilation.  It 
must  be  reseated  at  once,  as  many  of  the  seats  are  broken,  and 
there  are  not  enough  to  accommodate  the  pupils. 

I  am  not  an  advocate  of  increased  taxation,  but  I  have  made 
some  suggestions  of  improvements  which  seem  to  be  absolutely 
necessary,  as  soon  as  possible. 

With  the  enlarged  facilities  in  buildings  and  equipments,  a 
greater  range  of  elective  subjects  could  be  given  in  the  high  school, 
and  there  would  be  opportunity  for  much  more  work  in  business 
and  scientific  lines. 

The  conveyance  of  pupils  has  been  very  satisfactory  this  year; 
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and  the  attendance  in  the  central  school  has  been  much  better  than 
in  the  out  schools.  The  union  of  schools  has  that  advantage.  It 
also  greatly  increases  the  interest  to  complete  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  work  and  to  enter  the  high  school. 

Every  enterprise  is  conducted  on  a  different  basis  than  it  was 
years  ago,  hence  our  educational  system  must  be  different  to  keep 
up  with  the  progress  of  the  times.  Yet  we  may  be  too  radical  and 
not  consider  that  the  "old  days"  had  anything  good.  By  intro- 
ducing the  nature  studies,  study  of  home  geography  and  agricul- 
ture, and  the  better  methods  of  studying  the  essentials,  we  are  en- 
deavoring to  give  the  boys  and  girls  a  practical  education  which  will 
fit  them  for  life's  work.  We  should  do  all  we  can  to  make  our 
schools  adequate  and  encourage  home  education  that  our  children 
need  not  go  away  for  preparation  for  college. 

I  am  confident  that,  on  the  whole,  the  schools  of  Walpole  are 
progressing,  and  much  credit  is  due  the  faithful  teachers,  as  well 
as  the  school  officers  and  citizens  in  general. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  cordial  support  of  the 
school  board,  the  earnest  co-operation  of  the  teachers,  and  the  in- 
terest of  the  citizens  in  general.  I  have  not  been  able  to  get  ac- 
quainted as  much  as  I  wished,  but  the  pressing  duties  of  my  work 
do  not  give  me  the  opportunity;  but  I  assure  you  that  my  whole 
interest  is  for  the  success  of  your  schools  and  the  welfare  of  your 
children.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 

To  the  Town  School  District  of  Walpole: 

The  school  hoard  herewith  respectively  submits  its  annual  re- 
port. The  office  of  superintendent  of  schools  was  made  vacant 
about  April  1st  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Richards,  very  much  to 
the  regret  of  the  school  board.    Mr.  W.  S.  Nichols  was  chosen  to 
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fill  the  vacancy  or  until  another  superintendent  chould  be  chosen. 
The  board  was  most  fortunate  in  securing  Mr.  Carroll  H.  Drown 
of  Johnson,  Vt.,  who  commenced  his  duties  as  superintendent  about 
July  1st.  Mr.  Drown  came  to  us  well  recommended  and  well 
qualified  for  the  work  and  we  are  sure  that  under  his  wise  manage- 
ment the  improvement  in  our  schools  that  has  been  so  marked  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years  will  continue.  We  commend  to  your  care- 
ful consideration  his  report.  At  our  last  annual  meeting  an  ap- 
propriation was  made  to  provide  more  and  better  accommodations 
for  pupils  at  district  No.  1.  Plans  for  enlarging  the  high  school 
building  were  secured  but  they  called  for  an  expenditure  of  a  larger 
amount  of  money  than  was  appropriated,  so  nothing  has  been  done 
as  yet  in  that  direction.  But  there  was  an  urgent  demand  for  a 
recitation  room  for  the  assistant  in  the  high  school.  The  only 
practical  thing  to  do  was  to  enlarge  the  cloak  room  and  use  this 
room  as  a  recitation  room.  This  is  wholly  inadequate  and  was 
only  clone  as  an  expedient.  More  room  is  an  absolute  necessity. 
Will  the  district  make  an  additional  appropriation  so  that  these 
plans,  which  seem  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  schools,  may  be  carried 
out? 

Some  permanent  improvements  have  been  made  this  year.  San- 
itary closets  have  been  placed  in  the  basement  of  the  building  on 
School  street,  connection  made  with  the  town  water  and  sewer  sys- 
tem, and  another  room  finished  and  furnished  at  North  Walpole. 

Our  financial  report,  which  follows,  shows  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures for  the  year  beginning  and  ending  Feb.  15th.  The  bal- 
ance shown  this  year  is  about  two  hundred  dollars  less  than  last 
year.  We  have  expended  for  fitting  up  the  room  at  North  Walpole 
and  in  kaisominfng  one  of  the  buildings,  work  on  grounds  and 
other  repairs  about  five  hundred  dollars ;  for  fitting  up  the  recita- 
tion room  in  the  high  school  building,  putting  in  the  sanitary 
closets,  connecting  with  the  town  water  and  sewer  system  and  for 
the  plans  for  enlarging  the  high  school  building  about  nine  hundred 
dollars.  One  additional  teacher  has  also  been  employed  at  North 
Walpole.  A  part  of  this  expense  was  anticipated  and  provided  for 
in  the  estimates  of  last  year,  but  the  larger  part  was  not.  We 
have  received  from  the  state  treasury  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 

We  6 
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visions  of  Sec.  6  of  Chapter  77  of  the  Laws  of  1899,  the  sum  of 
$972.39.  This  money  has  been  used  to  pay  bills  as  it  was  needed, 
and  a  balance  of  $476  on  hand. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Nichols  resigned  from  the  board  in  November  and 
0.  H.  Barnes  was  chosen  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term.  The 
school  board  greatly  appreciates  the  interest  and  co-operation  of 
the  district  for  the  past  year  and  asks  for  its  continuation  another 
year,  and  for  that  liberality  in  its  appropriations  which  shall  make 
our  schools  second  to  none.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  ON  TOWN  LIBRARY, 

For  the  Year  Ending  March  1,  1907. 


To  the  Selectmen : 

The  whole  number  of  volumes  now  on  the  catalogue  is  9038, 
of  which  252  have  been  added  during  the  past  year.  Of  these  148 
have  been  purchased  with  the  annual  appropriations,  9  have  been 
purchased  with  the  income  of  the  Mrs.  F.  A.  Carpenter  fund  and 
95  have  been  presented  by  various  donors,  a  list  of  whom  is  printed 
with  this  report.  Of  the  volumes  purchased,  52  have  been  bought 
especially  for  the  branch  library  at  North  Walpole,  the  usefulness 
of  which  depends  greatly  on  the  addition  of  fresh  volumes  from 
time  to  time. 

The  number  of  volumes  taken  out  in  1906  was  10,769,  divided 
as  follows: 

Main  library,  9,172 
North  Walpole  branch,  1,457 
Drewsviile  branch,  140 

10,769 

This  shows  a  slight  increase  over  the  number,  10,290,  taken 
out  last  year. 

The  number  of  persons  using  the  main  library  and  reading 
room  in  1906  was  9,581,  a  slight  decrease  from  the  number  in 
1905.  The  increased  use  of  books  at  North  Walpole  has  been  very 
encouraging  as  showing  the  usefulness  of  the  branch  at  that  place. 
It  is  hoped  to  purchase  a  reasonable  number  of  books  this  year  for 
use  at  that  branch.  The  income  of  the  Carpenter  fund  has  been 
used  for  the  purchase  of  expensive  books- such  as  would  not  probably 
be  bought  with  the  annual  appropriation.  Three  volumes  printed 
in  Walpole  at  the  printing  press  of  Isaiah  Thomas  and  his  suc- 
cessors have  been  purchased  during  the  year.    The  collection  of 
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Walpole  books  now  numbers  about  fifty  bound  volumes  and  pamph- 
lets and  must  be  approaching  completion.  It  is  very  valuable  as 
being  the  largest  collection  of  Walpole  imprints  known  to  be  in 
existence.  The  addition  of  eaeh  new  volume  greatly  increases  the 
value  of  the  collection. 

The  reading  room  has  been  freely  used  and  is  supplied  with  a 
good  selection  of  magazines,  either  presented  by  friends  or  pur- 
chased with  the  fund  contributed  for  that  purpose.  Mrs.  J.  G.  Bel- 
lows gives  the  •'Outlook"  and  Mrs.  Edward  Bellows  "Gunter's"  and 
Munsey's."  Henry  G.  Wheeloek  of  Brookline,  Mass.,  contributes 
the  "Century."'  the  "Strand"  and  "World's  Work."  .  Warren  L. 
Hooper  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  presents  the  "Scrap  Book"  and  an 
unknown  friend  gives  the  "Times  Magazine,"  Mrs.  W.  C.  Banning 
"Our  Dumb  Animals"  and  "Our  Animal  Friends,"'  and  Rev.  S.  R. 
Maxwell  the  "North  American  Review." 

The  expense  of  coal,  wood  and  insurance  has  been  met  with 
the  annual  appropriation. 

A  new  bookcase  was  needed  on  account  of  the  crowded  condi- 
tion of  the  shelves  and  has  been  paid  for  out  of  the  appropriation. 
It  will  probably  be  advisable  to  have  another  case  made  during  the 
present  year. 

The  income  from  fines  and  the  use  of  books  by  summer  visitors 
has  become  an  important  item  and  enables  the  committee  to  keep 
the  library  open  forenoons  during  the  summer  months  and  also 
helps  to  meet  the  increased  expense  of  lighting  with  electricity. 

An  appropriation  of  $500  for  the  coming  year  is  recommended.

WALPOLE  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE, 

For  the  Year  Ending  March  1,  1907. 


The  usual  care  has  been  taken  of  the  Village  cemetery  and  the 
cemeteries  on  Carpenter's  hill  and  Drewsville. 

The  Village  cemetery  has  been  raked  over  in  the  spring  and 
fall  and  has  been  mowed  once  during  the  summer.  The  drive- 
ways have  been  kept  free  of  weeds  and  gravel  has  been  drawn  to 
repair  such  places  as  needed  it- 
Special  care  has  been  taken  of  lots  supported  by  funds  and 
legacies.  They  have  "been  kept  mowed  with  a  lawn  mower  and 
were  top  dressed  in  the  fall.  There  are  now  29  funds  for  the  sup- 
port of  lots.  In  addition  to  those  previously  acknowledged,  the  fol- 
lowing funds  have  been  received  by  the  selectmen  and  deposited  in 
the  Savings  Bank  of  Walpole.  Miss  Lucretia  S.  Hooper  gave  one 
hundred  dollars  for  the  care  of  the  James  Hooper,  Jr.,  lot  and  Dr. 
F.  H.  Hooper  of  New  Bedford  one  hundred  dollars  for  care  of 
John  Graves'  lot.  Two  hundred  dollars  was  received  from  the 
estate  of  Addison  Miller  for  the  care  of  his  lot,  two  hundred  from 
the  estate  of  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Wilder  for  the  care  of  her  lot  and  one 
hundred  from  the  estate  of  Miss  Grace  Allen  for  the  care  of  the 
George  Alien  lot.  Miss  Ellen  E.  Miller  gave  one  hundred  dollars 
for  the  care  of  the  Jared  Miller  lot. 

A  soldier's  headstone  has  been  obtained  from  the  government 
for  the  grave  of  James  T.  Holmes  in  Drewsville  cemetery. 

Nine  lots  in  the  Village  cemetery  have  been  given  out  during 
the  year  to  heads  of  families  applying  for  them.    There  were  26

burials  in  the  Village  cemetery  in  1906.  six  of  which  were  of  per- 
sons dying  elsewhere  and  brought  here  for  burial.  Two  persons 
who  died  in  town  were  taken  elsewhere  for  burial. 

George  H.  Holden  has  been  appointed  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee in  place  of  the  late  Judge  Bellows.  It  has  not  been  found 
necessary  to  draw  an}-  of  the  appropriation  made  last  March,  the 
expenses  having  been  met  by  . the  balance  on  hand  and  income  of 
funds.  An  appropriation  of  $100  is  recommended  for  the  expenses 
of  the  coming  year.

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Ar  TENDANCE. 

This  is  a  subject  of  vital  importance,  so  much  so  that  all  the 
states  are  increasing  the  strictness  of  their  laws  on  attendance.  A 
study  of  the  preceding  tables  will  reveal  some  conditions  that  ought 
not  to  exist.  The  per  cent  of  attendance,  for  example,  has  been 
lower  some  years  than  the  average  for  the  state — about  88.  A  low 
standard  of  attendance  tends  to  degrade  the  work  of  the  school  as 
a  whole.  It  effects  not  only  the  students  who  are  irregular,  but 
prevents  those  who  are  perfect  in  attendance  from  attaining  the 
advancement  to  which  they  are  entitled.  If,  as  has  been  claimed, 
the  average  commercial  value  of  attendance  upon  public  school  to 
the  child  is  ten  dollars  per  day,  then  children  are  being  defrauded 
when  they  are  not  present  every  day  possible.  And  the  public  is 
defrauded  for  it  costs  no  more  to  run  our  schools  with  perfect  at- 
tendance than  with  the  most  irregular  attendance.  Moreover, 
under  the  state  law  for  equalization  of  school  privileges,  the  dis- 
tribution is  based  upon  the  amount  of  equalized  valuation  per 
pupil  of  average  attendance.  Under  the  present  conditions  Walpole 
is  receiving  nearly  $1,000.00  per  year  from  the  state  for  school 
purposes.  With  a  higher  average  attendance  our  share  would  be 
increased. 

But  this  is  the  commercial  aspect  of  the  subject.  All  that  the 
schools  stand  for  in  the  development  of  a  higher  citizenship,  of 
social  and  model  and  intellectual  progress,  would  be  helped  forward 
by  the  more  perfect  attendance  of  our  pupils. 

ATTENDANCE  LAWS. 

I  give  for  convenience  of  reference  a  few  of  the  most  important 
laws  of  New  Hampshire  concerning  school  attendance. 

No  child  under  the  age  of  twelve  years  shall  be  employed  in 
any  manufacturing  establishment.  No  child  under  the  age  of 
fourteen  years  shall  be  employed  in  any  manufacturing  establish- 
ment, nor  in  any  mechanical,  mercantile,  or  other  employment, 
during  the  time  in  which  the  public  schools  are  in  session  in  the 
district  in  which  he  resides. 

No  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  shall  be  employed 
in  any  manufacturing  establishment,  or  in  any  mechanical,  mer* 
cantile,  or  other  employment,  during  the  time  in  which  the  public 
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schools  are  in  session  in  the  district  in  which  he  resides,  without 
first  presenting  a  statement  of  his  age  from  his  parent  or  guardian, 
sworn  to  before  the  superintendent  of  schools,  or,  if  there  is  no 
superintendent  of  schools,  beiore  some  person  authorized  by  the 
school  board  of  the  district  in  which  such  child  is  employed. 

if  any  owner,  agent,  superintendent;  or  overseer  of  a  man- 
ufacturing, mechanical,  or  mercantile  establishment  or,  any  other 
person  shall  employ  any  child  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
either  of  the  preceeding  sections,  he  shall  he  fined  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars  for  each  offense,  for  the  use  of  the  district. 

Every  person  having  the  custody  and  control  of  a  child  be- 
tween the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years,  or  of  a  child  under 
the  age  of  sixteen  years,  who  cannot  read  at  sight  and  write 
legibly  simple  sentences  in  the  English  language,  residing  in  a 
school  district  in  which  a  public  school  is  annually  taught,  shall 
cause  such  child  to  attend  the  public  school  all  the  time  such 
school  is  in  session,  unless  the  child  shall  be  excused  by  the  school 
board  of  the  district  because  his  physical  or  mental  condition  is 
such  as  to  prevent  his  attendance  at  school  for  the  period  required, 
or  because  he  was  instructed  in  the  English  language  in  a  private 
school  approved  by  the  school  board  for  a  number  of  weeks  equal 
to  that  in  which  the  public  school  was  in  session  in  the  common 
English  branches,  or,  having  acquired  those  branches,  in  other 
more  advanced  studies.  Any  person  who  does  not  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  ten  dollars  for  the  first 
offense  and  twenty  dollars  for  every  subsequent  offense,  for  the  use 
of  the  district.

Teachers  will  not  be  required  to  teach  more  than  eight  periods  per 
day.  Adv.  Math,  may  be  either  advanced  Arithmetic,  Solid  Geometry, 
Trigonometry  and  Surveying,  or  advanced  Algebra,  to  suit  needs  of 
class  from  year  to  year.  Math.  Rev.  will  usually  be  a  semester  in  Alge- 
bra and  one  in  Geometry,  but  Arithmetic  may  be  included  if  desired. 
Commercial  subjects  beyond  these  here  given  cannot  be  approved  un- 
less a  special  teacher  is  employed.

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CONDITIONS  AND  APPROVAL. 

State  Superintendent  Morrison  says  that  the  approval  of  high 
schools  under  the  law  of  1901^  \s  in  substance,  a  certification  that 
the  schools  approved  are  of  the  standard  specified  by  law.  The  law 
prescribes  that  they  shall  be  of  college-preparatory  grade,  that  is, 
that  they  shall  teach  those  subjects  commonly  accepted  as  college 
admission  requirements,  and  teach  them  with  that  degree  of 
efficiency  which  will  adequately  prepare  students  for  admission  to 
college. 

I  summarize  the  minimum  requirements  for  approval. 

1.  Teachers  of  college  education. 

2.  No  teacher  required  to  teach  more  than  eight  periods  per 

day. 

3.  A  regular  program  of  studies  calculated  to  fulfill  the  in- 
tention of  the  law.  • 

4.  This  program  may .  not  include  subjects  essentially  ele- 
mentary. 

5.  Eeasonable  instruction  in  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  and  in  the  constitution  of  New  Hampshire. 

6.  Approved  schools  shall  be  properly  equipped.  They  must 
possess : 

a.  An  adequate  supply  of  text  books. 

b.  An  adequate  supply  of  reference  books  such  as  unabridged 
dictionaries,  lexicons,  cyclopedias. 

c.  Wall  maps  for  courses  in  history,  geography,  etc. 

d.  Laboratory  equipment  for  individual  work  by  students 
in  sciences. 

7.  The  school  must  maintain  an  adequate  standard  of  admis- 
sion requirement. 

8.  The  school  must  maintain  adequate  rules  for  promotion 
from  class  to  class. 

9.  The  governing  body  must  maintain  a  proper  state  of  dis- 
cipline within  the  school. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  PRIZES. 

Announcement  has  been  made  to  the  high  school  by  Principal 
Savage  that  a  citizen  who  is  interested  in  the  school  will  give  ten 
dollars'  worth  of  books  as  prizes  for  scholarship  during  the  year 
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1906-07.  Two  prizes  will  be  given  in  each  class  to  the  students  of 
the  highest  average  standing  in  the  regular  studies  of  one  of  the 
courses  and  in  deportment,  which  is  to  be  co-ordinate  with  one 
study.  It  is  hoped  that  such  prizes  may  be  given  from  year  to 
year.  They  will  tend  to  increase  the  importance  of  the  school  in 
the  eyes  of  the  young  people,  and  to  bring  it  into  its  true  place  as 
the  highest  department  of  our  public  school  system. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY  FOR  THE  GRADES. 

State  Superintendent  Morrison  has  prepared  an  eight-year 
course  of  study  leading  to  the  high  school.  Prominent  educators 
of  New  Hampshire  favor  the  plan,  provided  grade  one  begins  at 
six  years  of  age.  Providence,  E.  I.,  and  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  have 
change  to  eight  years  before  the  high  school,  the  first  city  admitting 
to  grade  one  at  six,  the  second  at  seven  years  of  age.  There  is  a 
tendency  among  educators  to  raise  the  age  of  admission  to  grade 
one  and  to  decrease  the  number  of  years  leading  to  the  high 
school.  This  is  the  way  of  economy.  Children  admitted  at  too 
immature  an  age  require  two  years  to  do  the  first  yearns  work.  It 
has  thus  cost  almost  twice  as  much  as  it  ought,  to  get  through  the 
first  year.  But  there  are  other  reasons  besides  those  of  economy. 
Dawdling  over  the  work  has  been  of  no  intellectual  value.  It  is 
better  for  the  child  throughout  his  course  to  be  in  the  grade  where 
he  belongs  on  account  of  his  attainment,  and  to  feel  the  necessity 
of  steady,  earnest  work  throughout  the  year.  This  kind  of  work, 
under  skilled  teachers,  will  lead  to  the  high  school  in  eight  years. 

But  these  are  the  more  general  aspects  of  the  subject.  Here  at 
Walpole  the  ninth  grade  was  abolished,  and  the  eighth  grade  ad- 
mitted to  the  high  school,  before  the  readjustments  through  the 
grades  could  be  satisfactorily  made,  and  there  has  been  ground  for 
complaint.  But  taking  all  the  conditions  as  we  find  them  now,  it 
seems  to  me  best  to  retain  the  eight-year  course,  and  to  admit  to 
grade  one  only  those  six  years  of  age.  The  number  of  students 
now  in  the  grades  and  our  accommodations  are  best  adapted  for  this 
arrangement.  If  it  is  desired  on  the  part  of  a  sufficient  number  of 
parents  to  send  children  five  years  of  age,  they  may  be  accepted  as 
sub-primary  pupils.  An  assistant  could  be  employed  for  Miss 
Wightman  and  they  could  be  cared  for  in  the  room  above  the 
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primary  department  for  such  a  part  of  the  year  as  that  room  could 
he  made  comfortable.  Their  work  would  be  largely  kindergarten 
work.  I  am  not  opposed  to  the  kindergarten.  I  think  it  has  great 
value.  It  develops  the  activities  of  the  child  along  lines  that  effect 
his  whole  after  life.  My  contention  now  is  that  it  is  folly  to  at- 
tempt to  do  the  first  vear  of  an  eight-year  course  leading  to  the 
high  school  with  children  five  years  of  age.  It  is  no  discredit  to 
the  child  that  he  cannot  do  at  five  what  he  can  easily  do  at  six  or 
seven.  At  five  he  had  better  be  playing  at  kindergarten  or  out  of 
door?  for  the  larger  part  of  the  time,  storing  strength  for  the  days 
wh< ai  he  must  take  up  the  work  of  school  at  six  or  seven. 

XOKTIE  WALPOLE  SCHOOLS. 

Mr.  Barry  left  the  schools  early  in  the  fall.  His  administra- 
tion had  been  highly  successful,  and  the  school  was  in  such  shape 
that  the  grade  teachers  carried  on  the  work  easily  during  the  inter- 
val before  Principal  Walsh  came.  The  work  is  now  going  forward 
most  satisfactorily.  There  are  many  points  about  these  schools 
that  are  fine.  A  reference  to  the  tables  accompanying  this  report 
will  show  that  the  average  attendance  is  the  highest  of  any  schools 
in  town  and  the  number  of  tardinesses  the  lowest.  This  is  a 
splendid  record. 

There  are  now  thirty-four  scholars  from  North  Walpole  in  the 
Bellows  Falls  high  school.  This  number  is  likely  to  he  largely  in- 
creased in  the  years  to  come.  Such  conditions  may  arise  in  the 
future  as  to  make  it  wise  to  establish  two  years  of  high  school 
work  in  the  North  Walpole  schools.  This  would  be  an  economy 
for  the  town,  and  with  the  efficient  principal  whom  we  have  the  first 
two  years  of  high  school  work  could  lie  made  equal  to  that  of  the 
best  high  schools  of  the  state. 

OUTLYING  SCHOOLS. 

Only  three  schools  remain  outside  of  the  graded  schools  of 
Walpole  and  North  Walpole.  They  are  Drewsville.  Christian 
Hollow  and  Division  II.  Of  these  Drewsville  and  Christian  Hol- 
low are  tikfily  to  remain  permanently  as  school  centers.  Division 
14  is  divided  in  sentiment,  some  preferring  to  come  to  the  center 
schools  and  others  wishing  to  have  school  continue  in  their  district. 
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Some  repairing  must  be  done  here  if  the  school  is  continued  an- 
other year.  These  outlying  schools  ought  to  receive  a  fair  share 
of  the  improvements  which  are  the  order  of  the  day. 

The  character  of  the  work  being  done  in  these  schools  often 
compares  favorably  with  the  best  work  of  the  more  highly  graded 
schools.  In  Christian  Hollow  the  school  is  more  highly  organized 
and  shows  clearly  the  importance  of  having  the  same  teacher  serve 
a  series  of  years  in  the  same  school.  This  length  of  service  is  even 
more  important  in  the  schools  with  many  grades  than  in  those 
where  the  work  is  more  highly  organized. 

CONCLUSION. 

Conditions  are  most  favorable  for  efficiency  in  school  work  in 
Walpole.  Buildings  and  equipment  are  better  than  ever  before. 
Work  in  science  in  the  High  school  can  for  the  first  time  be  carried 
on  according  to  the  mostVpproved  methods.  Teachers  are  earnest 
and  loyal.    This  spirit  seems  to  be  contagious. 

For  my  own  part  I  extend  my  heartiest  thanks  for  cooperation 
of  teachers  and  school  board  in  every  effort  to  improve  the  schools.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


To  the  Town  School  District  of  Walpole: 

The  school  board  herewith  respectfully  submits  its  annual 
report.  We  believe  the  past  year  has  been  a  prosperous  one  for 
our  schools.  Mr.  C.  H.  Drown  resigned  his  position  as  superin- 
tendent of  schools  last  July,  very  much  to  the  regret  of  the 
supervisory  board.  The  board  was  unanimous  in  calling  Mr.  Alfred 
B.  Morrill  of  Easthampton,  Mass.,  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Mr.  Morrill 
commenced  his  labors  as  superintendent  August  1st.  His  long- 
experience  in  school  work  as  a  teacher  eminently  fits  him  for  the 
supervisory  work  and  we  believe  the  district  is  most  fortunate  in 
securing  a  man  of  such  experience  and  ability.    We  commend  to 
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your  careful  attention  his  report,  and  would  call  your  atten- 
tion especially  to  what  he  says  in  regard  to  attendance  and  course 
of  study  for  the  grades. 

At  our  last  annual  meeting  the  question  of  providing  larger 
and  better  accommodations  for  pupils  in  Division  1  was  discussed, 
and  the  sum  of  $15,000  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing a  new  schoolhouse  or  enlarging  the  present  high  school  build- 
ing and  the  matter  was  left  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  school 
board.  Two  or  three  informal  meetings  of  the  citizens  were  held 
and  plans  were  presented  for  a  new  building  and  suggestions  were 
made  and  plans  discussed  for  enlarging  the  high  school  building. 
The  board  concluded  that  it  was  for  the  best  interest  of  the  town 
and  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  to 
enlarge  the  high  school  building,  but  on  a  different  plan  from  the 
one  that  had  been  presented.  Accordingly  plans  were  drawn  and 
a  contract  was  made  with  Joseph  D.  C6te  of  Bellows  Falls,  Vt., 
and  the  work  has  been  done  with  but  slight  interruption  to  the 
schools.  So  that  we  have,  in  addition  to  the  two  large  rooms,  one 
fine  school  room  on  the  first  floor  with  superintendent's  office  and 
recitation  room  or  laboratory  fitted  with  all  the  necessary  con- 
veniences on  the  second  floor,  with  sanitary  closets  in  the  base- 
ment. Both  the  high  school  building  and  primary  building  are 
equipped  with  a  modern  heating  and  ventilating  system.  One  of 
the  old  furnaces  was  used  in  heating  a  part  of  the  high  school 
building  under  the  present  system  and  it  has  not  proved  largo 
enough,  and  as  the  plumbing  was  in  danger  of  freezing  and 
could  not  be  heated  from  the  furnaces  it  was  thought  best  to  put 
in  a  steam  boiler  for  additional  heat,  which  need  only  to  be  used 
in  extreme  weather.  If  a  new  furnace  had  been  put  in  the  cost 
would  have  equalled  the  present  cost  and  the  heat  could  not  have 
been  carried  to  parts  of  the  building  where  it  was  needed.  Both 
buildings  have  had  a  coat  of  paint. 

In  doing  this  work  the  sum  of  $5,003.00  has  been  expended. 
The  primary  building  has  also  been  papered  and  painted  on  the 
inside,  the  cost  of  which  has  been  placed  to  the  repair  account. 
The  buildings  at  North  Walpolo  have  been  painted  on  the  outside 
and  about  $100  has  been  expended  in  taking  care  of  the  water 
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that  comes  from  'the  roofs.  In  previous  years  this  water  has 
washed  away  the  light  soil  causing  an  annual  expense,  which, 
we  trust,  now  will  he  avoided.  Our  financial  report  which  follows 
shows  the  expenditures  for  the  year  ending  February  15.  We  have 
received  from  the  state  treasury,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  6  of  Chapter  77  of  the  Laws  of  1899,  the  sum  of 
$932.74  and  for  one-half  of  superintendent's  salary  $275.  We  have 
administered  the  financial  affairs  of  the  district  as  economically  as 
was  possible  with  the  best  interests  of  the  school  in  view.  Our 
account  shows  a  balance  of  $754.12  against  $476.29  one  year  ago. 
It  has  not  been  the  custom  to  mention  the  indebtedness  of  the 
district  nor  to  make  estimates  for  another  year  in  this  report,  but 
believing  this  information  will  be  appreciated  by  the  voters  and 
tax  payers  of  the  district  we  give  the  following.  The  indebtedness 
of  the  district  consists  of  6  notes  held  by  the  Savings  Bank  of 
Walpole.  One  note  of  $1,400.00  on  demand.  Notes  given  this 
year:  One  note  for  $1,000.00  due  July  15,  1907.  One  note  for 
$1,000.00  due  July  15,  1908.  One  note  for  $1,000.00  due  July 
15,  1909.  One  note  for  $1,000.00  due  July  15,  1910.  One  note  of 
$1,663.00  due  July  15,  1911.  These  notes  are  drawing  interest 
at  4-J  per  cent.  We  would  suggest  for  your  consideration  at  the 
annual  meeting  that  the  note  for  $1,400.00  be  paid  in  equal  in- 
stalments during  the  next  four  years,  in  conjunction  with  the 
notes  due  those  years,  which  will  make  the  amount  to  be  paid 
each  year  about  equal  and  about  the  same  amount  as  we  have  been 
paying  each  year  for  several  years.  The  amount  appropriated  by 
the  town  each  year  for  the  last  two  years  has  been  $4,657.50  and 
for  supplies  $1,000.00  The  amount  appropriated  by  the  district 
is  $8,500.00  W^e  believe  with  the  same  appropriation  this  year  we 
shall  be  able  to  meet  all  obligations.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  ON  WALPOLE  TOWN  LIBRARY, 

For  the  year  ending  March  1,  1908. 


The  whole  number  of  volumes  now  on  the  catalogue  is 
9363,  of  which  325  have  been  added  during  the  past  year.  Of 
these,  153  have  been  purchased  with  the  annual  appropriation, 
11  have  been  purchased  with  the  income  of  the  Mrs.  F.  A. 
Carpenter  fund,  and  161  have  been  presented  by  various  donors, 
a  list  of  whom  is  added  to  this  report.  Special  mention  should 
be  made  of  the  gift  of  32  bound  volumes  of  Harpers'  Weekly, 
from  1870  to  1902,  from  Dr.  Frederick  H.  Hooper  of  New  Bed- 
ford. Mass.,  which  are  very  valuable  for  reference,  and  of  the 
gift  of  42  volumes  of  useful  books  in  various  departments  from 
William  H.  Stone  of  Walpole.  The  thanks  of  the  town  are 
due  to  all  who  have  presented  books  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  volumes  taken  out  in  1907  was  10,042. 
divided  as  follows : 

Main  library,  7,941 
North  Walpole  branch,  1,851 
Drewsville  branch,  250

This  compares  with  a  circulation  of  10,769  volumes  in 
1906.  The  branches  at  North  Walpole  and  Drewsville  show  a 
marked  increase  in  circulation  over  the  previous  year.  Two 
lols  of  popular  books  have  been  purchased  for  use  at  North 
Walpole  during  the  year. 

A  handsome  glass  show  ease  lias  boon  presented  by  Warren 
L.  Hooper  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  for  the  better  care  of  local 
relies  and  rarities,  and  is  serving  a  good  use.  Three  volumes 
of  early  Walpole  imprints  have  been  added  tu  the  collection. 
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Mrs.  J.  G.  Bellows  has  presented  a  very  fine  portrait  of  her 
husband,  the  late  Judge  Bellows,  which  has  been  hung  in  the 
reading  room.  His  long  connection  with  the  library  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  committee,  and  his  lifelong  interest  in  it,  make  this 
gift  especially  appropriate.  The  grandchildren  of  Hon.  Jere- 
miah Mason  of  Boston,  a  distinguished  lawyer,  have  presented 
his  portrait  to  the  library,  taken  from  a  painting  made  by 
Chester  Harding  for  Dartmouth  college.  This  beautiful  por- 
trait has  been  hung  in  the  reading  room.  Mr.  Mason's  grand- 
daughter, Mrs.  Robert  C.  Winthrop,  Jr.,  of  Boston,  has  also 
presented  a  memoir  of  her  grandfather,  which  she  has  had 
specially  bound  in  full  morocco.  The  fact  that  Mr.  Mason, 
when  a  young  man,  practiced  law  in  Walpole  for  a  few  years 
between  1790  and  1800,  furnished  the  reason  for  these  valu- 
able gifts.  The  further  fact  that  he  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  first  library  established  in  Walpole  in  1795,  and  was  its 
first  librarian,  makes  it  especially  fitting  that  his  portrait 
should  be  placed  in  the  library  building.  The  town  is  much 
indebted  to  his  descendants  for  their  liberality  and  thoughtful- 
ness. 

The  collection  of  objects  of  local  interest  has  been  in- 
creased by  the  gift  of  a  Canada  lynx,  mounted  on  a  moss- 
covered  log  in  a  lifelike  attitude.  This  rare  animal  was  shot 
in  Marlow  and  was  secured  by  Dr.  W.  P.  Craig,  who  had  it 
mounted  and  presented  it  to  the  library. 

The  reading  room  has  been  supplied  with  the  usual  assort- 
ment of  magazines  purchased  with  a  fund  subscribed  by  a  num- 
ber of  citizens  for  the  purpose.  Other  friends  have  made  con- 
tributions of  special  magazines.  Henry  G.  Wheelock  of  Brook- 
line,  Mass.,  has  given  the  "Century,"  "Strand,"  and  "World's 
Work."  Byron  P.  Owen  of  Easthampton,  Mass.,  has,  as  usual, 
given  "Harpers',"  and  W.  L.  Hooper  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  has 
given  ' ;  Munsey 's ' '  and  the  ' 1  Scrap  Book. ' '  Mrs.  J.  G.  Bellows, 
Mrs.  W.  C.  Banning,  E.  K.  Seabury,  Dr.  Richard  Burton,  and 
Rev.  S.  R.  Maxwell  have  presented  valuable  periodicals. 

An  appropriation  of  $500.00  is  recommended  for  the  com- 
ing year.

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REPORT  OF 

WALPOLE  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE, 

For  the  Year  ending  March  1,  1908. 


During  the  past  year  the  town  has  lost  the  services  of 
Hon.  T.  Nelson  Hastings.,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  ceme- 
tery committee  for  a  number  of  years,  and  was  much  interested 
to  see  that  the  cemeteries  of  the  town  were  properly  cared  for. 
His  good  taste  and  experience  made  him  a  valuable  member 
of  the  committee. 

The  usual  care  has  been  taken  of  the  Village  cemetery  and 
the  cemeteries  on  Carpenter's  hill  and  in  Drewsville.  The  Vil- 
lage cemetery  has  been  raked  in  the  spring  and  fall,  and  mowed 
once  during  the  summer.  Many  gravestones,  especially  those 
in  the  old  cemetery,  have  been  straightened  and  foundations 
repaired,  when  needed,  and  sunken  graves  have  been  filled. 
Lots  cared  for  by  the  income  of  funds  and  legacies  have  been 
kept  mowed  with  a  lawn  mower  and  were  enriched  in  the  fall. 

In  addition  to  funds  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  a 
fund  of  $100  has  been  received  from  the  estate  of  Miss  Lydia 
Maynard  for  the  care  of  the  John  Maynard  lot.  Arthur  B. 
Bellows  of  Pittsburg,  Penn.,  has  given  a  fund  of  $100  for  the 
care  of  the  A.  Herbert  Bellows  lot.  A  fund  of  $100  lias  been 
received  from  the  estate  of  Henry  C.  Rawson  for  the  care  of 
his  Lot  and  monument.  A  fund  of  $200  has  been  received  from 
the  estate  of  Mrs.  Sarah  K.  1>.  Lovell  for  the  care  of  the  Lovell 
lots  in  Drewsville  cemetery.  The  estate  of  Mrs.  Hannah 
Towns,  which  has  been  in  litigation  for  several  years,  has  been 
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settled,  and  a  legacy  of  $400  lias  been  paid  in  full  by  the  admin- 
istrator. In  order  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  will,  the 
administrator  required  that  the  fund  should  be  in  the  care  of 
the  cemetery  committee,  and  it  has  been  deposited  in  their 
name  in  the  Savings  Bank  of  Walpole.  Only  such  part  of  the 
income  as  is  needed  for  the  care  of  the  Charles  Towns  and 
Ralph  Watkins  lots  can  be  used,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  must 
accumulate.  By  the  request  of  the  administrator,  the  expense 
of  caring  for  the  Towns  lot,  since  the  death  of  Mrs.  Towns,  has 
been  paid  from  this  fund  in  advance  of  income.  There  are  now 
thirty-four  funds  for  the  care  of  lots. 

Three  lots  were  given  out  in  1907  to  families  residing  in 
town. 

Soldiers ;  headstones  have  been  obtained  from  the  IT.  S. 
government  for  Reuben  Gassett,  Co.  B,  5th  N.  H.  Reg't.,  and 
James  P.  Nash,  Co.  A,  12th  Reg't,  Vermont  Vols. 

The  ashes  of  William  H.  Bellows,  a  Union  soldier,  were 
brought  from  Cincinnati  for  burial. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  use  only  $50  of  the  annual  appro- 
priation. 

An  appropriation  of  $100  is  recommended  lor  the  coming 
year.

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REVENUE. 

All  schools  of  New  Hampshire  receive  revenue  from  three 
sources. 

(1)  School  money  required  by  law. — This  is  found  by 
multiplying  the  apportioned  ratio  in  the  general  state  tax  by 
750.  Thus  Concord  in  a  recent  jrear  paid  $68.26  in  every  $1000 
of  the  general  state  levy.  Hence  Concord  raised  for  school 
purposes  $68.26  multiplied  by  750  equals  $51,195. 

(2)  Literary  fund. — This  source  is  not  correctly  named. 
It  is  really  the  annual  income  from  taxes  upon  deposits  and 
stocks  in  savings  banks,  loan  and  trust  companies  of  persons 
who  do  not  live  in  the  state  or  whose  residence  is  unknown. 
This  revenue  is  distributed  among  the  districts  in  direct  pro- 
portion to  the  number  of  pupils  five  years  of  age  and  more  who 
have  attended  school  at  least  two  weeks  during  the  previous 
year. 

(3)  Dog  tax. — The  proceeds  of  the  dog  tax  are  applied 
first  to  pay  for  damages  done  by  dogs  to  domestic  animals. 
The  balance*  is  available  by  law  for  the  support  of  schools. 
The  literary  fund  and  the  dog  tax  each  amount  to  about 
$40,000  per  year,  for  the  whole  state. 

A  district  may  receive  revenue  from  one  or  more  of  the 
following  five  sources. 

(4)  Additional  local  taxation. — Every  district  may  raise 
more  than  the  amount  required  by  law.  The  average  raised  in 
this  way  throughout  the  state  is  about  one-half  as  much  as  the 
amount  required  by  law. 

(5)  Equalization  fund. — $18,750  is  annually  distributed 
among  the  poorer  districts  of  the  state  in  direct  ratio  to  the 
number  of  children  in  average  attendance,  and  in  inverse  ratio 
to  the  equalized  valuation  per  pupil. 

(6)  High  school  1  nil  ion. — Districts  not  maintaining  high 
schools  receive  a  rebate  from  the  state  for  tuition  paid  by 
them,  in  approved  high  schools  or  academies,  provided  their 
school  1ax  is  $3.50  or  more  on  one  thousand  dollars  and  their 
general  tax  is  $  16.50  or  more  on  one  thousand.  The  rebate  in- 
creases as  the  rate  of  general  tax  increases. 
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(7)  Superintendent's  salary. — Districts  uniting  with 
others  to  form  supervisory  unions  receive  as  a  rebate  one-half 
of  the  salary  of  the  superintendent. 

(8)  Local  funds. — Local  endowment  funds  have  been 
given  to  some  districts,  the  income  of  which  is  available  for 
school  purposes. 

The  schools  of  Walpole.  receive  revenue  from  six  of  these 
eight  sources.  No  rebate  of  high  school  tuition  or  income  from 
local  funds  are  available  for  us.  A  reference  to  the  financial 
report  of  the  school  board  will  show  how  generous  the  state  is 
with  Walpole.  But  it  is  in  accordance  with  established  prin- 
ciples that  the  distribution  is  made.  And  I  wish  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  way  in  which  we  have  earned  it,  especially  the 
$1,242.22  apportioned  to  Walpole  this  year  under  the  equaliza- 
tion law  of  1899.  This  apportionment  is  made  to  towns  "in 
direct  ratio  to  the  number  of  children  in  average  attendance, 
and  in  inverse  ratio  to  the  equalized  valuation  per  pupil/ 1 
Walpole  has  increased  in  "average  attendance"  and  the  state 
has  increased  our  share  of  the  aid.  But  we  must  remember 
that  our  valuation  is  above  that  which  would  place  us  surely 
within  the  group  of  towns  aided  under  the  law.  We  are  recom- 
mended to  the  governor  and  council  by  the  state  superin- 
tendent of  instruction  for  our  share,  because  we  are  doing  so 
much  for  ourselves  in  making  appropriations  and  are  keeping 
our  "average  attendance"  high.  How  important  this  matter 
is  will  be  seen  from  the  following  extract  from  the  letter  of 
the  state  superintendent  in  which  he  announced  the  largest 
apportionment  ever  made  to  Walpole — that  of  the  present  year. 

"Attention  is  particularly  called  to  the  fact  that  receipt 
of  equalization  apportionment  this  year  is  not  to  be  taken  as 
evidence  that  the  same  will  be  received  next  year.  Some  other 
town  may  be  better  entitled  to  a  distributive  proportion  next 
year.  It  is  furthermore  important  that  your  people  should  not 
be  tempted  by  receipt  of  the  above  apportionment  to  relax 
their  own  efforts  for  good  schools.  Assistance  is  extended  by 
the  state  to  enable  you  to  maintain  better  schools,  not  primarily 
to  lower  your  school  assessment." 
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ATTENDANCE. 

From  the  above  facts  tha  importance  of  school  attendance 
may  attract  the  attention  of  some  in  a  new  light.  Every  pupil 
who  is  perfect  in  attendance  is  contributing  his  share  toward 
securing  more  than  twelve  hundred  dollars  foi  the  use  of  our 
schools.  Every  pupil  who  is  absent  a  day  while  the  schools 
are  in  session  is  thereby  decreasing  the  share  of  our  town,  and 
in  view  of  the  facts  as  stated  above  is  jeopardizing  the  whole 
sum.  School  attendance  thus  becomes  a  patriotic  duty,  a  ser- 
vice to  the  public. 

Add  to  this  the  personal  economic  value  of  attendance  at 
school  and  we  have  a  strong  case  for  more  perfect. attendance 
than  we  now  have.  It  has  been  estimated  that  the  difference 
in  the  earning  capacity  of  the  educated  person  as  compared 
with  the  uneducated  averages  more  than  $500.00  per  year  for 
about  forty  years  following  school  days.  The  value  then  of 
these  school  years  to  the  average  child  is  more  than  $20,000.00. 
And  if  the  child  does  not  see  it  now  when  he  is  in  the  midst  of 
his  work,  shall  not  all  parents  and  especially  all  school  officers 
use  every  effort  to  secure  the  most  perfect  attendance  possible. 

MORALITY. 

There  is  a  demand  for  increasing  moral  strength  in  the 
young  people  of  our  schools,  and  there  are  charges  and  counter 
charges  as  to  the  work  of  the  public  schools  along  this  line. 
Some  claim  that  whatever  lack  we  have  of  moral  strength  is 
due  to  the  training  of  the  public  schools. 

Let  us  examine  this  question  for  a  moment.  This  state 
has  no  law  concerning  moral  instruction.  Massachusetts  re- 
quires that  "all  instructors  of  youth  shall  exert  their  best 
endeavors  to  impress  on  the  minds  of  children  and  youth  com- 
mitted to  their  care  and  instruction  the  principles  of  piety  and 
justice  and  a  sacred  regard  for  truth,  love  of  their  country, 
humanity  and  universal  benevolence,  sobriety,  Industry  and 
frugality,  chastity,  moderation  and  temperance!,  and  these  ether 
virtues  which  arc  the  ornament  of  human  society  and  the  basis 


upon  which  a  republican  constitution  is  founded ;  and  they  shall 
endeavor  to  lead  their  pupils,  as  their  ages  and  capacities  will 
admit,  into  a  clear  understanding  of  the  tendency  of  the  above- 
mentioned  virtues  to  preserve  and  perfect  a  republican  consti- 
tution and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  as  well  as  to  promote 
their  future  happiness,  and  also  to  point  out  tu  them  the  evil 
tendency  of  the  opposite  vices.'' 

In  neither  New  Hampshire  nor  Massachusetts  is  there  any 
formal  ethical  instruction.  But  I  doubt  not  that  in  each  state 
equally  the  teachers  are  endeavoring  to  live  up  to  the  spirit  of 
the  law  as  expressed  above.  There  are  many  forces  at  work 
in  our  schools  which  tend  to  exalt  goodness  and  courage  and 
honor.  Literature  and  history  and  art  have  their  enobling 
influence.  The  search  for  truth  in  science  and  in  all  nature 
study  is  enobHng.  The  requirements  of  regularity,  punctuality, 
obedience,  self-control,  industry,  tend  to  the  strengthening  of 
moral  fiber. 

"  There  is  scarcely  a  sounder  principle  in  pedagogy  than 
that  care  begets  care;  order,  order;  cleanliness,  cleanliness; 
and  beauty,  beauty."  These  things  we  have  in  our  public 
schools;  and  we  have  teachers  whose  moral  character  and  sin- 
cerity are  positive  forces  in  character  building.  The  school 
has  many  forces  to  overcome  which  do  not  make  for  righteous- 
ness and  it  cannot  properly  be  held  responsible  for  those  evils 
which  it  tries  with  all  earnestness  to  correct. 

NORTH  WALPOLE  SCHOOLS. 

Last  year  I  said  in  my  report :  ' 1  There  are  now  thirty-four 
pupils  from  North  "Walpole  in  the  Bellows  Falls  high  school. 
This  number  is  likely  to  be  largely  increased  in  the  years  to 
come.  Such  conditions  may  arise  as  to  make  it  wise  to  establish 
two  years  of  high  school  work  in  the  North  Walpole  schools. 
This  would  be  an  economy  for  the  town,  and  with  the  efficient 
principal  whom  we  have,  the  first  two  years  of  high  school  work 
could  be  made  equal  to  that  of  the  best  in  the  state." 
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The  number  of  pupils  has  increased  to  forty-four  this  year. 
The  small  number  in  the  graduating  class  of  the  high  school 
and  the  large  number  that  will  be  prepared  to  enter  in  the  fall 
leads  to  the  belief  that  there  will  be  fifty-four  next  year.  The 
tuition  rate  has  been  raised,  and  a  new  contract  is  pending, 
with  the  prospect  that  it  will  cost  the  town  five  dollars  per 
pupil  more  than  the  old  rate.  Thus  there  is  the  immediate 
prospect  of  having  a  tuition  charge  of  from  $1,300  to  $1,400 
for  the  year  upon  which  we  are  entering. 

It  is  time,  then,  to  study  the  conditions  carefully.  There 
are  twelve  more  pupils  from  North  Walpole  in  the  Bellows 
Falls  high  school  than  are  registered  in  the  Walpole  high 
school.  In  September  the  prospect  is  that  there  will  be  almost 
two  pupils  from  North  Walpole  with  ambitions  for  a  high 
school  education,  to  one  in  all  the  rest  of  the  town.  This  is 
creditable  to  North  Walpole,  and  nothing  should  be  done  to  in 
any  way  injure  their  educational  progress.  But  it  may  be  well 
to  investigate  and  compare  plans  to  the  end  that  progress  may 
be  secured  and  cost  be  reduced. 

ECONOMY. 

The  aggregate  expenditure  for  the  schools  of  New  Hamp- 
shire is  more  than  a  million  and  a  quarter  of  dollars.  It  may 
be  interesting  lo  examine  our  own  part  in  this  in  comparison 
with  the  averages  of  the  state  and  in  the  light  of  the  principles 
laid  down  by  our  state  superintendent  of  schools. 

"In  any  study  of  the  economy  of  school  administration  one 
of  the  most  important  considerations,  if  not  indeed  the  basal 
consideration  of  all,  is  the  principle  that  teachers'  salaries  and, 
to  a  less  extent,  suitable  apparatus  should  absorb  as  much  as 
possible  of  the  total  expenditure  and  all  other  matters  as  little 
as  possible.  It  is  difficult  to  fix  a  hard  and  fast  proportion 
which  teachers'  salaries  ought  to  bear  to  total  expenditures. 
Generally  speaking,  it  may  be  said  that  tin-  experience  of  the 
country  seems  lo  indicate  that  where  teachers'  salaries,  except 
under  unusual  and  special  conditions  fall  below  seventy  per 
cent  of  the  total  expenditure,  it  is  time  to  see  if  something  is 
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not  wrong.  Every  dollar  saved  on  coal,  wood,  paper,  pencils, 
etc.,  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  teachers'  salaries  is  a  point 
gained  in  the  interests  of  truly  economical  administration." 

In  1906  the  last  year  in  which  reports  fur  the  state  are 
available,  Walpole's  average  expenditure  per  pupil  was  $24.65 
while  the  average  for  the  state  was  $22.40;  our  per  cent  of 
expenditures  for  teachers'  salaries  was  only  fifty,  that  of  the 
state  was  sixty-six.  But  it  may  be  said  that  our  average  cost 
per  pupil  is  above  that  of  the  state  and  that  the  unusual  cost 
of  transportation  makes  our  case  unusual.  True,  if  we  deduct 
the  cost  of  transportation  which  is  about  $3.00  per  pupil  for  our 
whole  school  population,  our  average  expenditure  per  pupil 
is  less  than  the  average  for  the  state ;  but  even  then  our  ex- 
penditures for  teachers'  salaries  would  have  been  only  fifty- 
seven  per  cent  of  the  total,  as  compared  with  sixty-six  per  cent 
by  the  state  and  an  ideal  seventy  per  cent  toward  which  we 
ought  to  strive.  But  it  may  be  said  that  our  unusual  cost  for 
transportation  ought  to  be  added  to  the  cost  of  teachers'  sal- 
aries to  determine  a  fair  per  cent — as  compared  with  other 
towns,  since  the  effect  is  to  crowd  an  unusual  number  of  pupils 
upon  each  teacher  here  at  the  village,  and  moreover,  the  cost 
of  transportation  is  less  than  the  cost  of  teachers  would  be  in 
the  schools  from  which  the  children  come.  This  would  bring 
our  "per  cent  for  teachers'  salaries  well  up  toward  the  average. 

At  any  rate  I  am  willing  to  go  on  record  as  in  favor  of 
increasing  the  salaries  of  teachers  to  such  an  extent  as  to  re- 
tain the  services  of  those  of  proved  success,  and  of  securing 
new  teachers  of  successful  experience  and  normal  training; 
and  of  using  the  utmost  economy  in  the  making  of  all  purchases 
of  supplies  and  in  the  using  of  all  supplies. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

Various  improvements  have  been  made  a^  No.  14  and  at 
Christian  Hollow,  which  are  much  appreciated  by  the  patrons 
of  those  schools.  Four  new  flag  poles  and  two  new  flags  have 
been  secured  for  our  schools,  largely  without  cost  to  the  town. 
The  flag  pole  here  at  the  village  schools  needs  painting  and  the 
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grounds  need  grading.  The  outside  of  the  building  at  No.  14 
needs  painting,  and  some  improvements  are  needed  at  Drews- 
ville  and  North  Walpole.  Then  the  conditions  of  the  schools  of 
Walpole  in  their  external  aspect  will  be  worthy  of  the  town. 

TEACHERS. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  retaining  our  teachers.  Most 
of  those  who  were  with  us  at  the  close  of  the  year  in  June  came 
back  in  September.  Mr.  Vinal  continues  the  efficient  work  of 
Mr.  Savage  in  the  high  school.  At  Drewsville,  Mr.  Wright  is 
carrying  forward  the  work  successfully,  since  Miss  Collins  left 
at  the  close  of  the  fall  term.  A  few  good  teachers  have  been 
called  to  better  positions  from  North  Walpole.  but  the  school 
has  been  fortunate  in  getting  others  in  their  places.  In  effi- 
ciency and  earnestness  of  the  teachers  and  in  all  that  goes  to 
make  good  schools  we  hold  a  strong  position  today  as  far  as  our 
teaching  force  is  concerned.  We  are  not,  I  feel  sure,  unmindful 
of  possibilities  of  improvement.  But  the  wrork  that  is  being 
done  is  evidence  of  better  work  to  come. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  citizens,  teachers,  and  school 
board  for  assistance  and  cooperation  in  all  work  for  the  better- 
ment of  the  schools.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


To  the  Town  School  District  of  AYalpole : 

The  school  board  respectfully  submits  its  annual  report. 
Another  year  of  work  in  our  public  schools  has  drawn  to  a 
close.  Nothing  of  unusual  importance  lias  occurred  that  needs 
to  be  reported.  It  lias  been  a  year  of  good  faithful  work  on 
the  pari  of  teachers  and  pupils  and  with  £ood  results.  We 
would  ask  your  careful  attention  to  the  report  of  Superintend- 
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ent  Morrill,  which  deals  with  some  important  matters  connected 
with  our  schools.  There  have  been  but  few  changes  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  teachers.  Mr.  Savage  resigned  as  principal  of  the 
high  school  and  Mr.  Eugene  R.  Vinal  as  his  successor  is  doing 
good  work.  Miss  Shepardson,  teacher  of  music  and  drawing, 
resigned  and  her  place  has  been  filled  by  Miss  Bernice  Butter- 
field.  There  have  been  a  few  changes  at  North  Walpole.  Some 
needed  repairs  have  been  made  at  Division  14  and  at  Christian 
Hollow.  A  portion  of  the  roof  of  the  new  building  at  North 
Walpole  needed  to  be  repaired  and  it  has  been  tinned  at  some 
expense.  A  pipe  burst  in  the  laboratory  at  the  high  school 
building,  causing  the  plastering  overhead  in  the  room  below  to 
fall,  and  a  steel  ceiling  has  been  put  up.  The  treasurer's  re- 
port shows  a  balance  of  $788.37 ;  floating  orders,  $129.30,  leav- 
ing a  real  balance  of  $659.07.  We  have  received  from  the  state 
$308.48  more  than  last  year  and  have  expended  more  for  re- 
pairs than  was  estimated.  Under  the  new  apportionment  the 
town  will  be  required  to  raise  by  law  $4,545.00,  or  $112.50  less 
than  last  year.  The  increasing  number  of  pupils  from  North 
Walpole  to  the  Bellows  Falls  high  school  and  the  probable 
increase  in  tuition  may  make  it  necessary  to  increase  our  dis- 
trict appropriation.  We  have  paid  $1,400.00  of  the  district 
debt,  leaving  the  present  indebtedness  about  $5,000.00.  As  we 
said  last  year,  we  have  administered  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
district  as  economically  as  was  possible  with  the  best  interests 
of  the  schools  in  view.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  house,  in  said 
town  of  Walpole,  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  dajr  of  March,  next, 
1908,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

Article  1 — To  choose  a  town  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  2 — To  choose  selectmen,  assessors,  auditors,  and  all 
other  necessary  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  3 — To  raise  money  for  the  support  of  schools  for  the 
ensuing  year  and  to  direct  its  apportionment. 

Art.  4 — To  raise  money  for  the  purchase  of  school  books 
and  school  supplies  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  5 — To  raise  money  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  town 
library,  cemeteries,  to  build  and  repair  highways  and  bridges, 
and  for  such  other  current  and  incidental  expenses  as  may 
accrue. 

Art.  6 — To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
accepting  state  aid  for  building  highways. 

Art.  7 — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  old 
highway  between  the  Dutchman's  Crossing  and  the  North 
Under  Pass  in  the  village  of  North  "Walpole,  or  take  any  vote 
relating  to  said  highway. 

Art.  8 — To  sec  if  the  town  will  vote  to  furnish  a  snow  roller 
to  be  used  on  the  hill  roads  in  south  part  of  the  town. 
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Art.  9 — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  that  a  regular  police- 
man be  appointed  to  serve  in  the  village  of  North  "Walpole. 

Art.  10 — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  Chapter  292 
of  the  Session  Laws  of  1907,  an  act  to  create  a  voting  precinct 
in  the  town  of  Walpole,  or  take  any  vote  relating  to  the  same. 

Art.  11 — To  act  upon  any  account  that  may  be  presented. 

Art.  12 — To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.
